The home and residence, build- 
ing of Neal Bennett, a two-story 
frame house. West Main street, 
was almost totally destroyed by 
fire shortly before ncwn Thursday 
wlicii fire broke out near-the root, 
presumably from a defective flue. 
The building and most of its con- 
UmU^ were destroyed, the fire 
gaining an impetus that prtjved 
uncontrollable by ^he high wind.

the 1S^20 crop through what is to 
be known as the Tobacco Grow- 
ers' Marketing Association will 
be formed, so some of the leaders 
of the movement stated today 
when 600 farmers again met at 
the court house. The tabulation 
of pledges was the chief feature 
of the nieetii^g. .Some districts 
made a good showing, while oth- 
ers were anything but satisfac- 
tory. A committee of 500 farm- 
ers was to be named at the after- 
noon session to make a canvass 
among those growers not solicit- 
ed on Thursday, the report at an- 
other meeting to be held probai 
on Friday, when it will be de 
nitely announced just what will 
be the outcome of the proposed 
organization. 

NotAvithstanding efforts made 
to keep the growers from bring- 
ing their tobacco to the loose leaf 
floors in Owensljoro. the sales to- 
da}- will aggregate over 200,000 
pounds with an average around 
$8 per hundred. 

The tobacco market reached its 
highest point during the season Wed- 
nesday, when Pryor tobacco sold at 
an average of $9.59 per 100 pounds, 
67,600 pounds being disposed of, and 
the leaf went as high as $39. Buyers 
and waithousernen said the advance 
in the market was due t - the sui>erior 
quality of the '.ffering-, while growers 
claimed it .vas due to the organization 
of the Green River Tobacco Market- 
ing As.sociation, recently foi'med. The 
campaign of the growers to obtain 
better prices will be caiTied into oth- 
er counties in the Green river dis- 
trict.

Betty Te%is as that of the man who 
jilted her and thereby drove her to 
suicide denied liis client was a 
'lounge lizard" at fashionable hotds 
who livetl by his wits and sought Miss 
Tevis' hand in marriage, only to 
spurn her on learning she was not 
wealthy. 

Miss Tevis sliot herself last Thurs- 
day night in the apartment of her 
sister, Mrs. Joseph T. Talbert, for- 
merly of Richmond, Ky., widow of a 
banker, at No. 110 East 64th street. 
Mrs. Tr.lbei-t told the poh'ce her sis- 
ter, who was 18 years old, presser a 
revolver to her breast almost imme- 
diately following a telephone eoover- 
sation she had with a man. 

Newspaper men were told after tiie 
tragedy by persons telephoning 
anonymously that a certain man liv- 
ing in a town across the river was re- 
sponsible for tlie girl's act. This man 
was still out of reach of reporters, 
but his attorney made this statement: 

"My client met Miss Tevis twice a* 
the Hotel Plaza. They were casual 
acquaintances. There was no court- 
ship. He never telephoned to Miss 
Tevis. 

"It is true he posed under another 
name, but it was his middle name 
and it was used because he wished to 
save his fam.ily notoriety in event he 
got into any escapade such as the 
sons of v.enltliy families occasionally 
do. He did not have to live by h:s 
wits, nor was he a fortune sedcer. He 
has cons'dcrably more money than 
Mrs. Ta'bei-t or her sister possessed. 

"The story that he was run out of 
Tulsa, Okla., is unti-ue. Sometimes 
the sons of wealthy families get into 
financial scrapes. My client owns 
considerable stock and property «wd 
he is in business for himself. He 
•ent a;n}iuid a bit just as youhg men 
of his age — ^twenty-one — do. but there 
was nothing in his acquaintance with 
Miss Tevis to lead to any belitf he 
was enf^agcd to her. Those who 
have tride to involve him as the 
cause eof her suicide are themS^hres 
of the lounge lizzard type. 

"Who knows tliat the girl's suicide 
was the result of a tdephone call ? 
Why couid it not have been dtui to 
some quari-e! other than the alliiM 
jilting by telephone? 

It was learned that on Friday €r 
•?ning a tall, blonde-haired young man 
with mustache, answering descripUoa 
tion of tlie N'ew Jer.-^ay man, appear- 
ed at tiie Campbell funeral parlors 
and went over to the coffin contaih- 
inc the body of Mi.-s Tevis. Learning 
of this incident, Mrs. Talbert caused 
the immediate removal of the body to 
St. George's Chapel, Stuyvesant 
Square, where funeral services were 
held Satunlay. 

Mrs. Talbert and her sister's body 
are in Richmond, Ky., the h<Hne sdC 
the Tevis family.
